wheat remains at its present high 
figure or continues to rise in price 
and if there is a corresponding in­ 
crease in the price of bread, scien­ 
tists in the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture suggest that the 
ordinary household will find it ad­ 
vantageous to eat more potatoes and 
less bread. 
With potatoes 
at 
60 
cents a bushel, ten cents worth—or 
ten pounds—will give the consumer 
a little more actualnourishment than 
two one-pound loaves of bread at 
five cents each. The protein and fat 
are present in appreciably 
larger 
amounts in the bread, but the pota­ 
toes will be found to furnish more 
carbohydrates, and more heat unit 
Carbohydrates 
(starch) 
contri­ 
bute greatly to the energy value oi 
any diet and since potatoes are rich 
in these, families that wish to ex­ 
pend their money to the best advan­ 
tage are recommended to eonsidei 
whether they cannot make a more 
extended use of them. They are easy 
to eook and when prepared in differ­ 
ent ways can be made to lend variety 
to the winter diet when green veget­ 
ables are hard to obtain. 
Like other 
foods relatively* rich 
in 
carbohy­ 
drates, however, potatoes should be 
eaten with 
foods 
correspondingly 
rich in protein, such a s milk, meat, 


eg g s , etc., and with foods like butter, 
cream and meat fat to supply the 
fat that the body needs. 
Under normal conditions in Europe 
and America the potato ranks next 
to broad 
a carbohydrate food. If 
prices change sufficiently to make it 
desirable from a financial point of 
view there is no scientific reason why 
potatoes should not be substituted to 
a great extent for bread.

tion the potato like many fruits and 
vegetables, helps 
to neutralize

Advocates of the slate-wide, di­ 
rect prim ary felt they had won a 
victory to get the senate to eonceed 
a primary law but their plan was to 
go slow in indorsing the measure in 
the form it was passed by the sen- 
a t e. 


“ The amended 
bill 
retains 
the 
strong provision of the original bill 
as far as it goes,’’ said Representa­ 
tive Jones. 
‘’ Mu' only 
important 
difference between the amended bill 
and the one which the house passed 
is that the amended 
bill 
provides 
only preferential vote for governor, 
1 nitcd States senator, president and 
vice-president while the original hill 
provided a direct primary for all 
"tnte officers, 
' “ The provisions of the original bill 
for effective and safeguarded town­ 
ship. county, city, legislative 
and 
congressional primaries appear to he 
retained.” 
The senate late yesterday passed 
the Jones bill in amended form .12 to 
11. 
I he vote was taken under a 
suspension oi rules after Senator O. 
L. Halloa of Lagrange had called the 
Jones bill out of the committee on 
elections and after Democratic sen­ 
ators, led by Ballou, had warned the 
m ajority members against the p a s­ 
sage of a hill th at did not confirm 
strictly to the declarations in the 
party's plat hu m. 
All of the Republican 
senators 
voted against the hill, although they 
sustained Ballou and other Demo­ 
crat- when a vote was taken on the 
proposal to amend the Jones hill with 
the substitute. 
The bill now goes to 
the house for concurrence 
in 
the 
senate amendment. 
Senator YanXuys, president pro 
tern, and leader of the Democrats, 
criticized severely 
those 
m e m b e r s 
found fault with the party for not 
enacting a state-wide primary, and 
declared that his attitude toward the 
prim ary question is in conform it v to 
the views oi the people of Madison 
county, whom he represents. 
Sena­ 
tor YanN ays' speech in support of 
the substitute measure was an argu­ 
ment on the attitude of a majority 
of the people in Indiana on 
the 
prim ary question as he has found it. 
Previous to Senator 
YunNuy’s 
statement of his attitude, Senator 
Robinson of Indianapolis, Republi­ 
can leader, opposed the motion to 
substitute a new bill for the origin­ 
al Jones measure, but Robinson add­ 
ed that he would not say how lie 
would vote on the bill when it came 
up for third reading. 
Senator Ballou offered his motion 
to call the Jones bill out of commit­ 
tee on elections yesterday morning, 
but it was not read until the a fte r­ 
noon session. 
To conform to the 
Ballou request, 
the 
committee 
on 
elections through Senator Van A liken 
chairman, reported the Jones m eas­ 
ure, House bill Xo. 74, out of com­ 
mittee, with 
the 
recommendation 
that it be amended by striking out 
all after the enacting clause and in­ 
serting in lieu thereof the substitute 
which is an entirely new bill. 
In 
this way the bill bears the name of 
Representative Jones. 
Senator Ballou opened his argu- 


ment against the

by 
warning his colleagues against vio­ 
lating the promises made

lie asked 
his 
Democratic 
colleagues 
whether 
ihe 
members 
would follow the dictates of 
the 
|K*ople who elected them or whether 
they would follow the dictates of a 
“steering committee.” 
He said the 
responsibility for the p arty ’s deeds 
rests with the young men in 
the 
party, and it was to the young men 
that lie appealed, he said. 
He re­ 
called that on Jackson day in 1914 
Thomas Taggart made a speech at a 
Democratic love feast at the Ger­ 
man House, in which he declared in 
favor of a statewide primary and he 
read from three speeches of Govern­ 
or Ralston in which he referred to 
tin* p arty ’s stand on the platform. 
“The s u b s t i t u t e m easure is as far 
from the party's pledge as the two 


p o le s ,” Senator Ballou said. 
“The 
reason for this substitute hill is to 
strike out of the Jones bill every bit 


o f life that it possessed, and I can 
name now one-half o f tin* candidates 
on tin* next Democratic state ticket 
that will he selected by 
delegate 
convention. 
Any bill that does not 
reach the entire state ticket with a 
primary is an absolute farce and a 
subterfuge; the substitute is nothing 
in comparison to what the people de­ 
mand.” 
Senator Ballou read 
from 
some 
editorials in Indiana newspapers on 
the primary election question, among 
which was one from Senator John B. 
Fuulknor’s newspaper at 
Michigan 
City. 
He recalled that the Jones bill 
had been placed in the hands of Sec­ 
retary Bryan and Senator Kern and 
.that both of them gave it their ap ­ 
proval. He recalled that the party in 
its state convention last spring de­ 
clared in favor of a statewide pri­ 
mary and asked what had happened 
in the meantime to make the party 
go only half way with its pledge. 
Senator Humphrey of Linton de­ 
clared In* favored the Jones hill in its 
original form because it carried out 
the p a rty ’s platform pledge.

Fanners are facing the 
prospect 
of buying fertilizers containing only 
a small amount 
of 
potash, 
this 
spring, and a probable chance of be­ 
ing unable to obtain any potash next 
fall. 


Germany produces all the potash 
used in this country. 
Under normal 
condition the daily requirements of 
the United 
States 
is about 
.‘1,000, 
tons of potash. 
Since the beginning 
of the war, the shipments of potash 
to tlrfs country have been very small 
and on Feb. 1, a complete embargo 
was placed on the product by the 
German government. 


This condition has brought about 
an average raise in the cost of ferti­ 
lizer to the farmer of about $1.00 a 
ton. 
Most of the companies are re­ 
fusing to put out brands containing 
more than 2 or .1 per cent of the po­ 
tash and have ceased to offer brands 
containing greater amounts. A brand 
containing ten per cent of phosphor­ 
ous and ten per cent of potash which 
sold for $2.1 last year, is now worth 
about $29, but cannot be purchased 
at that price except from dealers 
that have quantities left over from 
last year’s trade. 


A district sales manager for one 
of the largest manufacturers of fer­ 
tilizers in the United States, who 
is 
in Richmond this week, said all of 
the large fertilizer plants were forc­ 
ed to cut down the amounts of pot­ 
ash in their products, according to 
the Richmond Palladium. 


“ The farmer that has any sense is 
going to lay in his supply of ferti­ 
lizer ahead of time,” lie said. “ The 
man who has potash 
in 
his 
barn 
next fall will have it to use.” 
There has been an unusual de­ 
mand lor potash goods this season, 
and although 
manufacturers 
were 
giving the farmers the benefits of the 
amount of potash they had in stock, 
he said that this condition could not 
exist very long. 
This shortage of potash will have 
some effect on the local crop con­ 
dition. 
Although the

mand here is for phosphorous, and 
while the state experiments 
show 
that best gains are made from the 
use of this element, it is also known 
that a fertilizer containing from 2 
to 4 per cent, of Potash*will pro­

of buying fertilizers containing only 
a small amount 
of 
potash,

spring, and a probable cluince of be- 
ing unable to obtain any potash next 
fall.

used in this country. 
Under normal 


condition the daily ref|uiremeiils of 
the United States is about 
:j,000. 


tons of potash. Since the beginning 
of the .«'ar, the shipments of potash 
to this country have been very small 
and on Feb. 1, a complete embargo 
was placed on the product by the 
German government. 


This condition lias brought about 


;IH average raise in the cosl <if ferti- 
lizer to the fanner of about .$1.00 a 
ton. Mo'st of the companies ;ire re- 
fusing to put- out brands containing 
more than 2 or 3 per cent of the po- 
tash and have ceased to offer brands 
containing greater amounts. A brand 
continuing ten per cent of phosphor- 
ous and ten per cent of potash which 
sold for .$2.'! last year, is now worth 
about $20, but cannot be purchased 
at that price except from dealers 
that have quantities lei'l over from 
last year's trade. 


A district sales manager for one 


of the largest manufacturers of fer- 
tilizers in the United States, who is 
in Richmond this week, said all of 
the large fertilizer plants were forc- 
ed to cpt down the amounts of .pot- 
ash in then- products, according to 
the Richmond Palladium. 


"The farmer that has any sense is 


going to lay in his supply of ferti- 
lizer ahead of time," lie said. "The 
man who lias potash 
in his 
barn 


next fall will have it to use.'7 


There has been an unusual de- 


mand for potash goods this season. 
and although 
manufacturers 
were 


giving the farmers the benefits of the 
amount of potash they had in stock. 
he said that this condition could not 
exist very long. 


This shortage of potash will have 


some effect on the local crop con- 
dition. Although the greatest 
de- 


mand -here is for phosphorous, and 
while the state experiments 
show 


that best gains are made from the 
use of this element, it is also known 
that a fertilizer containing from 2 
to 4 per cent, of Potash'will pro- 
duce the most economical and pro- 
fitable yields of gain on the typical 
i'lav loam soil
